ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  anad  Sanitary 
Circumstances  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1961. 

The  very  real  progress  achieved  throughout  the  year  makes  the  presentation 
of  the  report  not  only  an  honour  but  a  pleasure.  The  Stokesley  Rural  District  is  one  of 
the  most  rapidly  growing  districts  in  the  North  East  of  England  and  is  probably  one  of 

the  most  healthy.  The  birth  rate  continues  to  be  above  the  national  figure  while  the 

infantile  mortality  rate  remains  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death 
rate  is  also  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  Most  sociologists  agree  that 

the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  one  of  the  best  barometers  of  a  community’s  standards 

of  living  —  Stokesley’s  figures  suggest  that  this  population  is  an  enlightened  one. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  but  this 
was  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  cases  of  measles.  Measles  cases  fluctuate  regularly  — 
up  in  number  each  alternate  year  and  down  in  the  intervening  years.  Tuberculosis 
notifications  dropped  from  six  cases  in  1960  to  four  cases  in  1961.  There  were  no  cases 
of  diptheria  or  poliomyelitis. 

The  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County  Council  through  the  Area  Health 
Sub -Committee  continued  smoothly.  These  services  include  home  nursing,  midwifery, 
maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  home-help  and 
ambulance  coverage.  It  is  pleasant  to  record  that  the  home -help  service  is  growing  in 
demand  and  satisfying  a  very  leal  need.  During  the  year  the  County  Council  instituted 
a  chiropody  service  anad  there  are  indications  that  the  service  will  be  a  boon,  especially 
to  the  aged  who  are  the  most  easily  immobilised  of  all  the  community.  The  figures  for 
vaccination  and  immunisation  speak  for  themselves. 

The  section  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District 
has  been  supplied  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector.  A  rapidly  growing  district  such 
as  Stokesley  Rural  must  of  necessity  raise  many  problems  in  the  attempt  to  keep  up 
services,  especially  with  no  additional  staff.  However,  in  spite  of  the  rapid  increase  in 
houses,  a  regular  refuse  collection  has  been  maintained,  while  meat  inspection  continued 
at  100%,  again,  in  spite  of  the  constant  increase  in  numbers  inspected. 

The  Council  must  be  congratulated  on  its  energetic  handling  of  sewage  disposal 
schemes.  The  list  of  schemes  actually  in  hand,  approved,  and  in  course  of  preparation, 
makes  very  pleasant  reading.  One  can  visualise  this  very  necessary  feature  of  civilised 
living  being  available  to  almost  all  within  the  reasonably  near  future. 

The  provision  of  discretionary  and  standard  grants  was  continued  throughout 

tiie  year. 

This  introduction  to  the  Annual  Report  would  not  be  complete  were  I  to  fail 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.  I  must 
also  thank  all  the  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year  and 
especially  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  always  given  of 
their  best.

1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each 
scheme  to  reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenhow 
and  coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from 
Mere  Beck  springs,  Faceby. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  feed  a  reservoir  at  Harfo  Bank, 
known  as  the  Scugdale  supply. 

There  is  a  controlled  link  to  these  two  supplies  between  Potto  village  and 
Potto  Hall  and  either  one,  or  both,  can  feed  a  high  level  water  tower  (50,000  gallons 
capacity)  at  Campion  Lane,  Hutton  Rudby. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  past  in  maintaining  the  level  in  this 
tank,  especially  during  “peak  draw”  periods  and  after  drought. 

This  problem  has  been  overcome  however,  by  connecting  the  mains  of  North¬ 
allerton  and  District  Water  Board  with  those  of  Stokesley  Council  at  West  and  East 
Rountons  respectively. 

This  system  has  given  a  fairly  satisfactory  answer  to  a  major  problem  and  has 
ensured  a  better  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  district.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Council  continued  to  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  and 
normally  maintain  a  weekly  collection,  except  for  remote  isolated  properties,  particularly 
farms.  Several  of  these  are  collected  fortnightly  or  “on  request”. 

For  this  collection,  four  vehicles  are  operated  (a  fifth  being  held  in  reserve) 
and  a  staff  of  twenty  one  men  employed.  Three  of  the  vehicles  are  diesel  engined  18  cubic 
yard  fore  and  aft  tipping  models  and  the  other  two  (including  the  spare)  are  petrol 
driven  10  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicles.  Twenty  of  the  staff  are  requried  for  normal 
collection  of  refuse  and  the  extra  “loader”  is  employed  as  a  replacement  for  absentees. 

The  advantage  gained  during  1961  by  the  purchase  of  another  large  vehicle 
ana  one  extra  man,  made  it  possible  to  continue  collection  with  only  four  vehicles  and 
reduce  overtime,  even  though  over  five  hundred  new  houses  were  completed  during  the 
year. 


DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  lease  two  quarries  as  refuse  tips,  one  at  Seamer  and  the  other  at 
Rye  Hill  Great  Ayton.  During  this  year  all  disposal  has  been  done  at  Great  Ayton.  A 
Bristol  Duplex  crawler  tractor  is  used  by  a  full  time  tip  attendant  for  tip  control  and 
a  Ferguson  tractor  is  available  for  road  maintenance. 


TRADE  REFUSE  COLLECTION.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  : 


The  Council  continued  to  lease  the  six  slaughterhouses  (one  at  each  of  the 
following  —  Stokesley,  Great  Ayton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Hutton  Rudby,  Ingleby  Arn- 
cliffe  and  Marton)  and  operated  them  as  public  slaughterhouses. 

The  minor  improvements,  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  were  carried  out  and 
the  premises  were  approved  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  for  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

In  spite  of  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  these 
six  premises  proved  more  than  adequate. 


MEAT  INSPECTION  : 

The  continued  complete  co-operation  of  the  slaughterhouse  owners  and  the 
butchers  in  the  area,  with  my  department,  is  very  gratifying  and,  although  meat  in¬ 
spection  still  involves  duties  outside  office  hours  and  particularly  on  Bank  Holidays, 
this  co-operation  makes  it  possible  to  maintain  100%  inspections  throughout  the  area.

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BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS  : 


Stokesley  Rural  area  was  included  in  a  Tuberculosis  eradication  area  in  March 
1960  and  the  whole  of  the  County,  from  October  of  that  year. 

Since  then,  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  cattle  inspected,  which  were  affected 
with  tuberculosis,  is  amazing. 

The  following  figures  show  this  reduction  : —

The  percentage  of  steers  and  heifers  affected  resulted  from  two  heads  found 
to  have  calcified  lesions  in  the  retropharengeal  glands. 


OTHER  FOODS  : 

Inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  carried  out  whenever  possible,  but 
regular  routine  inspection  was  impossible  with  the  existing  staff.  No  complaints  re¬ 
garding  lack  of  hygiene  have  been  received  during  the  year. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955,  SECTION  16  : 

During  the  year,  one  licence  was  issued  to  retail  ice  cream.  The  premises  were 
inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  licence  was  that  the  ice  cream  be  prepared  and  sold 
from  an  approved  refrigerated  cabinet. 

There  is  one  registered  manufacturer  in  the  area. 


LICENSED  PREMISES  : 

There  are  55  licensed  premises  in  the  area,  most  of  them  completely  satis¬ 
factory,  with  washing  facilities  and  the  necessary  sanitary  accommodation  for  both 
tenants  and  visitors.  When  sewerage  schemes  are  completed,  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  ensure  that  all  licensed  premises  are  brought  up  to  standard.
